If the people of a state, county 
or mupicipality can be be trusted 
to choose their public officers, 
they should also be trusted to dis- 
miss from office any unworthy 
and dangerous official, To say 
they have honesty and intelli- 
gence enough rightly to put men 
infoffiice whom they have,not tried, 
and then to contend that after 
trying public servants they 
havn't sense and judgment enough 
to dismiss an anworthy official is 
simply too absurd for argument. 
To say the people would act like a 
mob ip one case is to say they 
will act the part of a mob in the 
other. ‘“here 18 just as much 
reason to mistrust the people in 
choosing their public servants as 
to mistrust them in recalling 
them from office. Those who op- 
pose the recall do it upon grounds 
of fearing the people. The recall 
is simply a business method ap- 
plied to matters of government.

Adopticn of the recall is. noth- 
ing more than the application of 
good business priuciples to Gov- 
ernment affairs. Every wise em- 
ployer reserves the right to dis- 
charge an employee whenever the 
service rendered is unsatisfactory.

The 
principle is recognized throughout 
the business world, and it is put 
in practice by every large and suc- 
cessful corporation. 

Consider the absurdity of the 
recognition of the right of a public 
officer to quit his position at any 
time and the denial of the right 
of his employers to discharge him. 
To assert the right 1n one instance 
and deny itin the other is to 
maintain a onesided contract, the 
discrimination being against the 
whole people and in favor of the 
individual. If we can trust an in- 
dividual to deal justly with the 
people when he considers tender- 
ing his resignation, we can also 
trust the people to deal justly 
with a public servant when they 
consider discharging him.

GREAT JOURNALIST 
CALLED TO BEYOND 


Joseph Pulitzer, of New York, 
Passes Away, 


DIED ON BOARD YACHT 


He Was Owner and Leading Spirit Of 
the New York World, One of the 
Greatest Newspapers of Modern 
Times—Death Quite Sudden.

Joseph Pulitzer, proprietor of the 
New York World and the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, and one of the most 
commanding figures in modern jour- 
nalism, died at 1:40 o’clock Sunday 
aboard his yacht, the Liberty, in 
Charleston harbor, while on his way 
to his winter home on Jeky] island. 

The immediate cause of Mr. Pulit- 
zer's death was heart failure. He had 
been in ill-health for several days, but 
until a few hours before the end, none 
of those around him had any sus- 
picion of the gravity of his condition. 

Great Figure in Journalism. 

For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury Joseph Pulitzer had been one of 
the leading figures in American jour- 
nalism. Born in Hungary in 1847, and 
educated there, he came to this coun- 
try in 1863, enlisted in the union army 
and served as a cavalryman until the 
end of the war, when he settled in St. 
Louis, which was for many years the 
scene of his journalistic activities. His 
early newspaper training was as a re- 
porter and afterwards city editor, 
managing editor and part proprietor of 
the Western Post, edited by Carl 
Schurz, 

He bought the St. Louis Dispatch 
in 1878, and united it with the Post 
as the Post-Dispatch, which, under 
the management became in a few 
years one of the best-known and most 
widely circulated journals of the sec- 
tion. : 

Mr. Pulitzer’s entry into New York 
journalism occurred in 18838, when he 
bought the World, then a paper of 
small circulation. Its circulation and 
prestige grew rapidly under his gen- 
eral direction. A building to house it, 
which he erected in 1890 on Park Row, 
was, until overtopped by the skycrpa- 
ers of later years, one of the most 
striking of New York's office build- 
ings. 
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LARSEN’S PERILOUS TRIP.

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Haistings Denied Bail By 
Judge Edwards. 


The preliminary hearing of 
Will Haistings, who shot and 
killed Conductor Paul Johnson at 
Pinckard cn the night of October 
$81, which has been in progress at 
Ozark for the past two days, came 


» to an end last night at 7;80, after 


many witnesses had been examin- 
ed and much argument had taken 
place. Judge Hdwards, after 
carefully weighing the testimony 
of the many witnesses examined, 
rendered his verdict within five 
minutes after Solicitor Steagall 
for the state closed the case, and 
remanded the defendant to jail 
withoutgbail to await the action 
of thegrand jury, which sets in 
January next. 

Haistings on hearing tha deci- 
gion of the Judge which was heard 
by a court room packed with 
breathless spectators, stated that 
he had expected the trial to end 
that way, and that he had not 
been fairly treated all through the 
trial. 

Over fifty witnesses were exam- 
ined during the hearing. Hspy & 
Farmer and H. H. Hill prominent 
attorneys of Dothan, and Solici- 
tor Steagall, of Ozark, represent- 

_ ed the prosecution while H. L. 
Martin, J. E. Z. Riley and J. H. 
Acker, of Ozark battled for the 
defense. ( 

Witnesses were introduced dur- 
ing the progress of the trial to 
prove that Johnson had fired at 
his assailant, but their evidence 
was torn to pieces on cross eXam- 
ination and it issaid that this did 
not have much bearing. One ot 
the defense’s main arguments was 
the evidence that brougot out the 
fact that Johnson hit Haistinge 
with his punchers, this being the 
first lick of tbe affray. 

The Haistings case has been one 
of the most interesting occuring 
in this section of Alabama within 
several years, and the trial, which 
‘was suttended by many people 
from points along the Coast Line 
road, has been one of the leading 
topics of discussion since the

Haistings shot and tatally wound- 


* ed Conductor Paul Johnson of the 


Elba branck of the Coast Line 
road at Pinckard on the night of 
Tuesday, October 31, when the 
former, while in a drunken condi- 
tion, had caused a disturbance on 
the train as he was returning from 
Dothan. Johnson was shot twice, 
one of the bullets penetrating his 
abdomen and the other grazing 
his chest. Haistings remained at 
Pinckard until the next day, 
when he was arrested and taken to 
Ozark, where he was held to await 
the preliminary that came to an

POOREST IN THE STATE.

Enterprise Jail to be Improved. New Pauper House. 
And Place for Negro Paupers. 


Montgomery, Nov. 6, 1911. 
Hon. Emmett O'Neal, 
Governor of Alabama, 
Capitol. 
Sir: 

On November 2nd, 1911,I1 in- 
spected the Coffee County Jail, 
and have the honor to report as 
follows: 

There were only two prisoners 
in the jail at the time cf this in- 
spection, both negro males, one 
in good health, and the other 
having chills. 

I was informed by the prisoners 
that they are given two meals 
daily, and had no complaints to 
make as to the food or their treat- 
ment, 

This is one of the very poorest 
jails in the entire state—it does 
not conform to the requirements 
of law in apy particular. In the 
first place, it has only two apart- 
ments which can be used for jail 
purposes, with two Pauly, key- 
bar, cells in one, and two anti- 
quaded cells of unknown make in 
the other. It has all wooden 
floors, ceilings and partitions and 
is a veritable fire trap, also ren- 
dering it dirty and insanitary; 
the light and ventilation are both 
poor; small stoyesare.used. as a 
means of heating. The bathing 
facilities are crude, insanitary 
and inadequate. 


Tho jail has been condemned a 
number of times by the grand 
jury of Coffee County and it is 
my opinion that they were fully 
justified in their acticn, though 
no official notice by the Court of 
County Commissioners has been 
taken of their recommendations, 

Iam inclosing acopy of this 
report to the Court of ,Ccunty 
Commissioners of Coffee County, 
and officially notifying them of 
the condemnation by this depart- 
ment of said jail. 

This County has also a small 
jail at Enterprise which is used 
only for temporary detention be- 
tween trains. The entire build- 
ing is only twenty-five feet 
square, with a partition through 
the center, one side being used by 
the town and the other by the 
county, and isa joint ownership 
property. The only equipment of 
any kind is two ‘ight cells in each 
side, with no water connections, 
sewerage or lights, and with no 
means of heating. My recom- 
mendations to tha Board calls for 
some improvements here. 

I also paid a visit to their Alms- 
house, which 1s located about two 
miles from Elba. There were 
four inmates, one white male 
and four white females, and all 
were in apparently good health. 
The keeper receives eight dollars 
per month as board tor each of the 
Inmates, together with eighty 
acres of poor land, about twelve 
acres of which isin cultivation. 
All clothing, bedding, medicine 
and medical attention is provided 
by the county. Some improvye- 
ments in the way of housing and 
repairs are also needed here,

In compliance with law, I am 


handing you herewith attached, a 
copy of report to the Governor of 
my inspection on November 2nd, 
1911, of the County Jails at Elba 
and Enteiprise, andthe County 
Almshouse. 

In view ot the condition which 
existin the jail at Elba, aud 
which I have outlined in my re- 
port, itis my duty, under the 
law, and in justice to humanity, 
to condemn said jail, and to or- 
der the erection of a new ons— 
one that will contain the'required 
number of apartments for the sep- 
aration of white and black and 
male and female prisoners, with 
adequate heating and bathing ta- 
cilities; properly lighted and ven- 
tilated, aud with sanitary plumb- 
ing and fixtures, the same to be 
fire-proof throughout. 

In addition to the above, it 
shall also contain a hospital room, 
and a suitable place for the con- 
finement of insane persous wheu 
brought there for safe keepiog. 

The Enterprise jail 
provided with a means of heating; 
a water closet, 


cidently, ,the town authorities 


should make the same improye- 


ments in their half of the buiid- 
ing. 

At the Almshouse, I found the 
keeper dissatisfied and he imform- 
ed me that he proposed to leave 
at the expiration of his contract. 
I am oot sure of the cause, but 
there’s a reason. 

I suggest tearing away the shed 
rooms in the rear of the pauper 
quarters, as they are serving no 
other purpose than the jaccumul- 
ation of filth and trash, aod are 
too small, poory ventilated and 
insanitary, to be used as living 
rooms. 

I found no negro paupers, but 
it occurs to me that a place should 
be provided in the event you 
should have them,
